In each the American Federa- 
tion of Labor has attacked rulings 
bx the National Labor Relations 
Board favorable to the Congress 
of Industrial Organizations, 


One involves the certification 
of the International Longshore- 
men’s and Warehousemen’s Union 
(CIO) as bargaining @gent for 
longshoremen on the entire Pa- 
cific coast. This -question hinges 
for the present on a single tech- 
nical point—whether ‘the certifi- 
cation is reviewable by the courts. 
In two other cases the NLRB had 
appealed from AFL victories in 
lower courts. 


Yesterday’s session was limited 
to announcement of which of ap- 
proximately 300 cases filed during 
a four-month recess would be re- 
viewed.

“Because of changes in the for- 
eign situation the government has 
ordered that those military men 
who should have left the service 
October 15 shall remain in sérvice 
until further notice,” said a Swed- 
ish government communique. 

600,000 Trained Swedes. 

The order concerns the class of 
1938and other men mobilized Sep- 
tember 2. No official figure of those 
involved was given out but it was 
estimated by military observers 
that about 100,000 men would ve 
affected. Swedish authorities esti- 
mated they could place 690,000 
men with military training in the 
field if necessary. Regular army 
strength before the crisis was es- 
timated at 60,000 men.

Britain’s stubborn defiance of 
Hitler’s overtures, according to 
the newspaper La Tribuna, has 
been encouraged by the fact that 
“not even the government of the 
United States decided to take of- 
ficial notice of Berlin’s suggestion 
that America act as mediator in 
a reconciliaton.” 


While Italian hopes of peace 
were being doused by reports of 
the cold-shouldering of Hitler’s 
proposals by the Allies, an inter- 
esting development occurred in 
connection with Germany’s new 
agreement with Soviet Russia and 
the joint Nazi-Soviet dismember- 
ment of Poland. 

The newspaper Corriere Pana- 
no of Ferrara, which is owned by 
Air Marshal Italo Balbo, ‘Governor 
of Libya, carried the first bitterly 
anti-Communist editorial to ap- 
pear in the Italian press. since 
conclusion of the German-Soviet 
accord. 


Italians Anti-Communist. 
“Italians are born anti-Com- 


munists and want to remain anti- 
Communists,” the newspaper said 
editorially, calling the Communists 
“living monsters,” and “models of 
vulgar bestiality.” 

The editorial appeared to have 
been written in rebuke for the 
publication in a Rome magazine of 
a short biography of the Soviet 
war commissar, Marshal Klem- 
enti E. Voroshilov. 

“A sinister person worthy of the 
group of blood-thirsty individuals 
who subjugated Russia and who 
want to subjugate the world is de- 
picted under the romantic light 
by the magazine,” Balbo’s news- 
paper said.

| To Obtain Refund of 
| $53,338 Movie Salary 
| Taken in Income Levy. 


' Atlanta’s Robert T. Jones | Jr., 
more widely known to the golfing 
world as “Bobby,” who claims he 
paid the federal government $53,- 
838 too much in federal income 
taxes for 1931 and 1933, failed yes- 
terday to obtain a United States 
Supreme court review of a de- 
cision denying him a refund. 

The $53,338 was assessed by the 
commissioner of internal revenue 
on $156,200 paid the golfer’s fa- 
ther by Warner Brothers Pictures, 
Inc., under a contract for a series 
of 18 one-reel pictures relating to 
golf. Jones appealed from a de- 
cision by the fifth federal circuit 
court in favor of the government. 

The golf king told the supreme 
court that in 1931 he gave.his fa- 
ther “the exclusive “right” to his 
services as a motion picture actor 
for six years “for a nominal con- 
sideration of $1,000 per year.” The 
elder Jones was said to have put 
his interest in the contract in trust 
for the golfer’s three children. 

Jones’ petition for a review said 
e “plan to decrease taxes admit- 
tedly was one of petitioner’s mo- 
tives in making the gift of his 
services.”

Eagerly Sought Escape Auto ‘Reported in Parking Lot 
Sunday But Policeman Neglected To Notify 
Headquarters, Officials Say.

Probe of the alleged failure of 
Patrolman S. D. Gunn to investi- 
gate a tip that the car in which 
Richard Gray Gallogly escaped last 
Friday was parked across from the 
Crawford Long Memorial hospital, 
was ordered yesterday by Acting 
Police Chief A. J. Holcombe. 

Police Captain Neal Ellis was 
instructed to contact E. W. Wil- 
son, of the United States Civil 
Service Commission, and obtain a 
statement as to how he reported 
discovery of the missing machine 
to Gunn about 6:30 o’clock Sun- 


day night. He also was told to ob- 
tain a statement from Gunn as to 
why -he allegedly neglected to in- 
vestigate the matter himself or 
file a report with police head- 
quarters. 

Although the report had not 
been filed early last night, Ellis 
had communicated with both. 

Finally Calls State Patrol. 

“Mr. Wilson said he approached 
Patrolman Gunn and 
if Gallogly had been found,” Ellis 
asserted. “When Gunn said he 
had not and remarked something 
about airplanes, Mr. Wilson told 
him that a machine answering the 
description was parked in a park- 
ing lot on Linden street, just across 
the street from the Crawford Long 
hospital. 

“Mr. Wilson said that because 
of the indifference of the officer, 
he finally decided to call the state 
patrol and notify it of the pres- 
ence of the machine. 

“Gunn said that Wilson ap- 
proached him, asked about wheth- 
er or not Gallogly had been found, 
and that Gunn said, ‘We’ll have to 
wait until the planes land,’” Ellis 
continued. “After this, Wilson 


asked him} ]j 


left and Gunn went on to answer 
a call he had, according to Gunn.” 
First Seen at 6:30 A. M. 

Wilson said he told Gunn about 
finding the car near the intersec- 
tion of Peachtree and Harris 
streets, Ellis said. The car was 
parked off Gunn’s beat, but the 
police station should have been 
notified, he asserted. 

Holcombe said that if facts war- 
rant, he will ask that the matter 
be sent to the police committee. 

A nurse in the Crawford Long 
hospital said she noticed. the car 
sitting in‘the parking lot about 
6:30 o’clock Sunday morning. Of- 
ficers, it was reported, found the 
car on the parking lot at 7:30 
o'clock Sunday night and, after 
waiting until 11:15 o’clock, took 
it to the state patrol headquarters. 

Asked about charges of failure 
of the officer on the beat to file a 
report after he had been inform- 
ed about the car, Mayor Hartsfield 
said he expected to “find out about 
it.” He said he did not plan to 
demand a probe, but would leave 
the matter up to the chief of po- 

ce, 


Mayor Defends Police. 

“Sooner or later the people of 
Georgia are going to find out 
what’s wrong with law enforce- 
ment in the state,” Hartsfield said.

Matthews was paid $42 a week 
by the prisoner’s family to guard 
him when he was not in penal in- 
stitutions. According to well-au- 
thenticated reports, the prisoner 
has spent the greater part of the 
last three years in _ -hospitals 
around Atlanta. The special guard 
arrangement was by authority of 
an executive order of Governor 
Rivers. Checks were drawn on 
the account of Mrs. James R. Gray 
Sr., the prisoner’s grandmother. 

Atlanta Rumor. 

A rumor that the Galloglys nev- 
er left Atlanta and were seen 
boarding a New York - bound 
Southern Railway train at Peach- 
tree station at 6:30 o’clock Friday 
night was lent credence in some 
quarters by the discovery of the 
automobile here Sunday. 

A man, who asked that his name 
be withheld, told The Constitu- 
tion that a young woman answer- 
ing Mrs. Gallogly’s description, 
entered the station waiting room 
at about 6:20 o’clock.

Merely a Truce. 

Regardless of what interpretation is placed 
upon the vague and-involved “peace terms,” to 
be found in the Hitler Reichstag speech, the in- 
escapable fact remains that any serious ac- 
ceptance of those “terms” by the Allies would 
be merely playing into Hitler’s hands and, at 
best, could bring only a truce, not a real and 
lasting peace. 

Stupid indeed must be the individual who 
sees any real hope for peace in the Hitler 
forensics. Taking his own past record -as the 
criterion, the alleged “peace move,’ can be 
nothing else but another step in the Nazi for- 
mula of trickery, deception and diplomatic 
ruthlessness. Hitler is merely following the 
classic Napoleonic method of always being for 
peace just after he has got what he wanted. 

In allegory, he is a cobra who wants time 
to digest the meal he has just engorged. Per- 
mit him this time, and he will, soon, be trying 
again to swallow another country, just as he 
has swallowed Austria, Czecho-Slovakia, Po- 
land, etc. He wants nothing better than to be 
left alone to achieve ‘his objectives one by one. 

It is likewise probable that, while he is a 
blustering threat-maker and bully where small- 
er, weaker nations are concerned, he is having 
many moments of doubt when he contemplates 
the outcome of a war to the end against Brit- 
ain and France. That is a different outlook, 
altogether. 

There may be afew in Britain, in France 
and in America who cherish hope that peace 
will result from the Hitler oratorical offensive. 
If their opinion prevails, however, it will be 
tantamount to complete defeat for the Allies. 
And it will mean, not stable peace, but an un- 
easy period of truce, lasting only until such 
time as Hitler feels he can engorge another 
country, make its citizens coolies to labor as 
slaves for the Reich, and spread the blood- 
thirsty doctrine of Nazidom over another seg- 
ment of Europe. 

Any miscalled “peace” on Hitler terms, 
would be but playing the Nazi game, except 
and until such time as the Nazi armed forces 
are so completely smashed that Berlin domi- 
nation of the European scene, either by force 
or the threat of force, is. wiped from the realm 
of possibility.

Allies’ War Aims _ 

Thus far, other than an announced deter-. 
mination to free Europe of Hitlerism and the 
reconstitution of Poland and Czecho-Slovakia, 
there has been no expression of the Allies’ war 
aims. Perhaps the situation has not suffi- 
ciently crystallized, yet the expression cannot 
long be delayed. 

When the terms to be imposed when Hit- 
lerism is crushed are propounded, the world 
at large will know whether or not the lessons 
of Versailles have been learned and digested. 
Until they have been published, there must re- 
main some question of the attitude of the al- 
lied governments. 

The blunders of these governments, stem- 
ming from the Treaty of Versailles, helped to 
bring the holocaust. Hitler is the creature of 
the Allied mistakes as well as of the German 
people. Another such Hitler can only be pre- 
vented by a peace treaty of a fairness never 
yet seen in the history of the world. If the 
British and the French can measure to that 
responsibility, then the sympathy of the world 
in general, and of the United States in partic- 
ular, will more certainly rest in their cause. 
If they cannot, then it is all the more certain 
the United States will implement and strength- 
en the determination to insulate this hemis- 
phere against all European politics. 

If Britain and France intend to re-estab- 
lish Czecho-Slovakia, Poland and Austria as 
sovereign states, and at the same time make it 
possible for Germany and Germans to exist, 
then the world is entitled to this expression. 
If France and Great Britain intend to follow 
the pattern of the First World War and im- 
pose humiliating, impoverishing terms upon 
Germany, and to reconstitute the map of Eu- 
rope in such a way as to perpetuate the bick- 
ering of the past 20 years, then, too, the world 
should be so informed that its actions can be 
governed accordingly. 

Only Britain and France can answer these 
questions. 


High Blood Pressure. 


High blood pressure and other circulatory 
ailments now take a higher yearly toll in 
human lives than any other diseases. So when 
an announcement is made by a qualified mem- 
ber of the medical profession that a’ given 
treatment has been found exceptionally suc- 
cessful in combating these ailments it is par- 
ticularly welcome, 

Dr. Max Minor Peet, of the University of 
Michigan, in an address before the Kansas 
Southwest Medical Society, pointed out that 
he had found success in treating high blood 
pressure by removing a portion of the eleventh 
rib on each side, thereby permitting him to 
get at the nerves leading to the kidneys. 

The physician was quick to point out, how- 
ever, he claimed no “cure-all’’ qualities for the 
operation. Although no more dangerous than 
removing an appendix, high blood pressure 
always proves fatal eventually, sometimes with- 
in days or weeks and sometimes not for many 
years. It affects 15 per cent of all adults and 
carries off four times as many people as cancer. 

Out of 194 patients treated by Dr. Peet dur- 
ing a period of six years,.76 per cent gained 
complete or almost complefe relief from symp- 
toms of the disease. 

High blood pressure, according to the doc- 
tor, results from a diminished circulation of 
the blood in the kidnéys, due to a constriction 
of the blood vessels which lead to them. This 
constriction is caused by stimulating the nerves 
to these blood vessels. The purpose of the 
operation is to prevent such stimulation. This 
is accomplished first by removing a small por- 
tion of the eleventh rib, then by cutting off the 
nerves connecting with the blood vessels lead- 
ing to the kidneys. The nerves, it is said, serve 
no necessary function. 

Within comparatively few years the doctors 
and their laboratoriés have developed treat- 
ments and cures for many diseases long con- 
Sidered incurable, or which, at best, could be 
only temporarily arrested. None of these, how- 
ever, is likely to prove more welcome than a 
real cure, a genuine alleviation, to those suffer- 
ing from the perils of high blood pressure,

MAJORITY IN SENATE SINCERE 


THE CAPITAL PARADE 
By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.— 

“ In a big legislative fight, 
the play of personality is always absorbing. This man shows him- 
self to be shuffling and weak. That one is earnest, but lamentably 


‘muddle-headed. Another proves surprisingly determined and 


shrewd. When the fight.ends, the stock of most of the chief com- 


‘batants has always risen or fallen on the mysterious but important 


bourse of capitol opinion. 

The great battle over the arms embargo is only halfway through. 
Yet it has already proved exceptional, in that it has shown the 
majority of senators in‘a creditable light. The sincerity and honest 
purpose of the leaders on both sides’cannot be questioned. Although 
feeling is running high and there is bitterness in the air, both sides 
are thinking first of the country’s welfare and, second, of politics. 
Anyone who listens to the talk in the senate corridors must come to 
this conclusion, however distressing he may find the windiness of 
senate oratory, or however pointless he may think some of the 


arguments, 
MEN WITH. VIEWS There is, for example, the case of Warren 
7 R. Austin, of Vermont, a hard-snelled Re- 
publican with a bumbling manner which has caused his powers to 
be underestimated. His distrust of and dislike for the President is 
as strong as any man’s. Yet he has firm convictions as to the 
division of governmental powers under the constitution. He is not 
only supporting repeal of the arms embargo; at the White House 
conference on neutrality he also boldly stated that, in his opinion, 
the constitution lodged broad: discretionary powérs over foreign 
affairs in the presidency, and urged the President to insist on these 
powers. For a man in Austin’s position, that called for courage and 
a striking disregard for party spirit. The stand of Sénator Robert 
A. Taft, of Ohio, while less clear-cut and dramatic, shows the same 
qualities. : 

On the other side, Bennett Champ Clark, of Missouri, is one of 
those who have increased their stature. Not long ago, he was an 
energetic candidate for the Democratic nomination in 1940. Prob- 
ably because some well-meaning but mistaken friends of his fool- 
ishly intervened, the White House got the idea in its head that 
Clark was willing to sacrifice his independence in order to procure 
the President’s approval of his candidacy. If such was his desire, 
he could have had no better opportunity than the arms embargo 
fight, for he was one of the authors of the neutrality act and would 
have been a most welcome recruit for the repealists. 

But Clark, it is now proved, is constitutionally independent. He 
had views of his own, largely drawn from the famous munitions 
inquiry, and he stuck grimly by them, expounding them with real 
force. Then there is Arthur H. Vandenberg, of Michigan, the Re- 
publican anti-repeal leader. His stand was to be expected, but his 
stock has been sent handsomely up by his remarkable speech in the 
senate.

Old Carter Glass 
and young Harry Byrd, the solemn Josiah W. Bailey and the embit- 
tered Walter F. George have stirringly struck hands with the Presi- 
dent whom they detest, who once tried to destroy them. And so 
it goes. 

Indeed, except that most repealists have been unwilling to speak 
their minds with impolitic frankness, the embargo fight finely dem- 
onstrated our congressional system. It has had its picturesque 
aspects, and its dramatic moments, for what could be more pic- 
turesque than William E. Borah and Hiram Johnson responding to 
a vaguely heard alarm like a team of ancient but faithful fire horses? 
Or what more dramatic than the speech of the aged George Norris, 
last of the little band who dared to vote against our entry into the 
last war, who now forgets his old pacifism in his hatred of the new 
barbarity? 

And the fight has had its squalid incidents and its unpleasant 
sides. The senator who thrice indorsed embargo repeal, and then 
yielded to the peevish distrust of the President which Austin mas- 
tered, does no credit to the congress. Neither do the senators whom 
the mail has driven onto the fence. Neither does the outward form 
of the battle, for the doings of congress are always externally shabby 
and unimpressive. But these are petty matters, which do not 
change the central fact—that, when congress must face a great 


issue, the legislative process works admirably well.

But the only nations in the 
war which have revealed terri- 
torial ambitions are Germany and 
Russia, and Italy, sitting on the 
bench, ready to go in on one side 
or the other, already has made two 
conquests and advertised an in- 
tention to go out for more. 


Foolish In the face of the 
To Ar facts of life in this 

o Argue. countdy, it is fool- 
ish to argue that American capita- 
lists want war or that people who 
are not consciously capitalistic but 
just go through life exercising the 
liberties permitted only under 
capitalism could improve their 
condition by overthrowing capi- 
talism. The capitalists saw what 
happened to the capitalists of Italy 
and Germany and are as mindful 
of théir own personal, human 
rights as anyone else. 

That is why the American capi- 
talists have been so apprehensive 
about the New Deal. They saw in 
some phases of the New Deal a 
resemblancé to the method by 
which Hitler and Mussolini built 
up local, strongarm bureaus to 
make and administer law by ear 
and the creation of a class of wards 
or dependents of the central gov- 
ernment who would keep that 
government in power and increase 
its power for the sake of what was 
in it for them. That might be an 
attractive proposition to the wards 
of the administration at the begin- 
ning, but, again, it is well to look 
at the other sidé, where a glimpse 
shows that dictators must force 
their wards into their armies and 
must make war.

italistic nation has 
Of Wars made war in these 
years since the rise of Bolshevism 
—red, brown, black and yellow. 
The wars all have been. made by 
}the dictatorships and the Russians, 
who once denounced poor old 
Chamberlain because he didn’t 
fight in defense of human rights in 
Czécho-Slovakia, next denounced 
him because he did go to Poland’s 
aid in defense of the same rights. 
Not only that, but imperialistic 
Russia, which has acknowledged 
Poland’s rights as a nation and 
dickered for the chance to invade 
Poland disguised as a friend, 
seized the opportunity to stab Po- 
land in the back, capture about a 
third of the country and just about 
extinguish the feeble independence 
of the Baltics. 

Everybody must realize that if 
this country should go to war civil 
liberties would be suspended and 
that, win or lose, the cost would 
be so great that capitalism would 
be unable to pay off and there- 
fore would perish. When capital- 
ism dies, according to the prece- 
dents of Russie, Germany and Ita- 
ly, freedom dies, too. Capitalism 
may be doomed, anyway, as some 
of the New Deal appointees have 
thought, but if so that is to be 
lamented, because only under cap- 
italism, with all its faults, have the 
people the rights which to Ameri- 
cans are as natural as breathing. 

Theorétically, the Communists 
say, some day it will no longer 
e necessary to rule by dictator- 
ship in Russia. But after 23 years 
the Russian dictatorship is more 
ferocious than ever, and one man 
rules the millions. The Commun- 
ists used to sing a song of derision 
about capitalism and_ religion 
which said, “work and pray, live 
on hay; you'll have pie in the 
sky when you die.” 

Well, who are going to have pie 
in the sky when they die? Is any- 
body having pie in Russia after 
23 years of Communism?

_ As a citizen I am joint owner of this country’s riches and. heir 
to its illimitable possibilities. 

My country is so rich that its hoard of gold, its production and 
its ability to buy and enjoy thé good things of life exceed that of 
all othér nations combined. 

When present plans are completed, my country will be so strong 
and so well protected that no other nation or combination of nations 
can invade or conquer it. 

Therefore, situated as I am, in this present year of grace, being 
heir to all that man has learned and civilization has accomplished, 
I _ blessed above all other persons who ever walked upon the 
earth. 

Whether I have much or little, I fare better here and now than 
I could hope to fare in any other land. 

My country, built by free and equal men, and its mariifold bless- 
ings made possible by means of Democracy, is now the only land 
on earth where men are still free and where representative govern- 
ment still functions. 

These blessings and this freedom and security are my inheri- 
tance, but they are not guaranteed to me in perpetuity, and by 
unwisdom I could lose them for myself and for my children and 
all who come after me. 

I realize that the war in Europe is more than the age-old strug- 
gle for territory and power, and my sympathies are involved because 
men who believe in freedom are fighting against those who believe 
in conquest by force and the suppression of all liberty. 

I realize that the radio and the public prints will be used by the 
shrewdest of men and the most brilliant psychologists to convince 
me that my country should enter the war and help fight for freedom. 

By this means, and by reason of offenses against my country, I 
shall be tempted almost beyond my power to resist. 

Let me, therefore, never cease to ask myself the question: What 
could my country accomplish by going to war that would bring our 
people greater good than we can have by remaining at peace? 

Let me never forget that war brings only death and cripples, 
debt and poverty, and, whether won or lost, leaves a nation finan- 
cially and morally and spiritually bankrupt. 

And let me remember every hour that our great nation, by pre- 
serving freedom within its own boundariés, and saving itself from 
the madness of war, can do more to preserve civilization than it 
could hope to do by leaving the white man’s civilization without an

At End, Italian Press ‘F ears’ 


Repatriation of Germans From Latvia Regarded ‘With Dis- 
may’ as Opening Territory to the Soviet Union; — 
Retreat of ‘Sentinels’ Seen. 


ROME, Oct. 9.—(UP)—lItaly’s 
controlled press today regarded 
“with dismay” the repatriation of 
Germans from Latvia as marking 
the end of German influence in the 


Baltics and the opening of this ter- 
ritory to the Soviet Union. 

At the same time the first really 
violent anti-Communist editorial 
sirice the Nazi-Soviet. accord ap- 
peared in Air Marshal Italo Bal- 
bo’s Ferrara newspaper, which as- 
serted the Italian people’s determi- 
nation to remain senti-Communist, 

Sentinels Retreat. ° 

“After seven centuries of battle 
against Slav influence,” Milan’s 
Corriere Della Sera said, “the Ger- 
m&an minorities which acted as sen- 
tinels of northeast Europe retreat, 
giving up their posts to Russians. 

“The mass exodus of Germans 
from the Baltic is viewed with 
feelings of dismay. This is the west 
which retreats in the face of the 
union of the east—a union which 
continues slowly reaching all ob- 
jectives without shots or ultima- 
tums, without respecting the ties of 
recently signed treaties.” 

The newspaper La Tribuna said 
today that, under the Italo-Ger- 
man agreement for the repatriation 


of the German minority in the 
Tyrol, all Italo-Germans of Itahan 
birth who chose Italian citizenship 
will not be forced to return to the 
Reich. 

Only Italo-Germans who select 
German citizenship will be com- 
pelled to leave, ‘t was stated, and 
if Italian-born sons 6f Germans are 
“willing to remain fzithful Italian 
citizens” they will be permitted to 
remain where they are. 

First Shiploads. 

The first shiploads of Germans 
to be repatriated from Latvia, 
which also has yielded to Russia’s 
demands for military and naval 
bases in the Baltic, will start for 
Poland from Latvian ports within 
24 hours, it was said. 

It was learned that 100,000 
members of the German minority 
in the Galician areas of Poland, 
which for the most part were given 
to Russia under the Soviet-Ger- 
man agreement partitioning Po- 
land, also will be repatriated. 

A semi-official statement last 
night cited the repatriation plan 
as strong refutaticn of foreign al- 
legations that Germany seeks to 
dominate smaller nations and pave 
the way for intervention by means 
ot German minority agitation.

BERLIN. Oct. 9.—(UP)—Nazi 
leaders tonight abandoned hopes 
of intervention by President 
Roosevelt in Europe and said that 
the chances of an armistice de- 
pended upon whether Great Brit- 
ain and France were willing to 
present counter-proposals to Adolf 
Hitler’s peace bid. 

The foreign office said that “no 
German proposals exist beyond 
those made by the Fuehrer in his 
Reichstag speech” Friday, but it 
was indicated that if the Allies 
should offer counter-terms for 
calling off the war Germany 
would be willing to expand her 
proposal. 

Many observers believed that 
Hitler—frankly anxious to end the 
five-week-old war—is hopeful of 


BRITAIN STANDS FIRM 


ON HER WAR AIMS 
By The Associated Press. 

Great Britain last night main- 
tained an unyielding stand in her 
war of words with Adolf Hitler 
and watched carefully the effect 
of each move on opinion in the 
United States and other neutral 
countries. 

Prime Minister Chamberlain in- 
dicated the nation’s announced war 
policy—“smashing Hitlerism” and 
“ending the fear of German ag- 
gression in Europe”—remained 
unchanged by Hitler’s peace pro- 
posals of last Friday. 

Chamberlain avoided a_ direct 
answer to a question in commons 
on whether Britain and France 
would publish jointly a more spe- 
cific outline of terms on which 
they would make peace. 

Neutral Opinion Courted. 

Both press and official circles 
emphasized the importance of neu- 
tral opinion. 

The influential London Times 
declared that neutrals would in- 
sist that “no possibility of con- 
ciliation be neglected.” 

It also said the only way in 
which Hitler could “prove his sin- 
cerity” would be to submit to the 
international conference he pro- 
posed the “whole subject matter in 
dispute,” including the future of 
Czecho-Slovakia and Poland. 

Allies Consult on Reply. 

The British and French gov- 
ernments were in consultation on 
a reply to Hitler’s peace over- 
tures. Chamberlain was expected 
to voice it when he gives parlia- 
ment his weekly war report Wed- 
nesday. 

Premier Daladier framed a re- 
ply to Hitler’s peace speech and 
Paris political circles expected it 
would emphasize France’s refusal 
to discuss terms involving recog- 
nition of Poland’s partition. 

Daladier will speak at 8 p.m. 
(1 p. m., Atlanta time, this after- 
noon over a nation-wide hook-up. ) 

Meanwhile, Soviet Russia back- 
ed Germany in her drive for peace 
in Europe at the same time she 
sought to consolidate her military, 
territorial and economic gains in a 
diplomatic chain stretching from 
the Baltic to the Black sea. 

In the first comment to appear 
in Russia on Adolf Hitler’s reich- 
stag speech of Friday, the govern- 
ment newspaper Izvestia made a 
demand for peace on the basis of 
Hitler’s terms, which the paper 
called “real” and “practical,” and 
attacked Britain and France. 

“It is impossible,” the newspa- 
per declared, “to exterminate any 
idea or any opinion by fire and 
sword. One may respect or hate 
Hitlerism or any other system of 
political opinions. This is a mat- 
ter of taste. But to begin a war

Other aims, such as the extermi- 
nation of Kaiserism and Prussian 
war-lordism became more con- 
spicuous with the progress of the 
war. Against the German drives 
of 1918, self-defense again be- 
came the central aim, with pray- 
ers that the American army should 
arrive in time. 

In this war, the declared war 
aim of Britain and France was to 
rescue Czecho-Slovakia, incidental 
to the defense of Poland, and also 
the elimination of Hitlerism from 
Europe. 

In the World War, the French 
and British soldiers had little in- 


terest in these new states. They ;! 


were fighting for French and Brit- 
ish security. Our soldiers in France 
were fighting as Americans, out to 
get the Kaiser and win the war 
so they might return home to ap- 
ple pie, ice cream and Sunday 
chicken dinners. 

Soldiers’ War Aims Simple. 

Soldiers’ war aims are always 
simplified in this fashion before 
they have been long at the front. 

Turn to the masses of soldiers 
on the western front. In sight of 
the fields of white crosses of sol- 


dier dead, how far are the French 
inclined to go through the same 
battering, murderous ordeal as 
that of the more than four years 
of the World War for the sake of 
remote Czechs or Poles? Or the 
Germans soldiers, in order that 
Warsaw or Prague shall remain 
under the Nazi flag? 

Now is the time for a compro- 
mise peace if there is to be one. 
The soldiers on the western front 
have had enough of the drudgery 
of war to know what it will be 
like in a major action. 

Urban populations carrying gas 
masks and feeling their way un- 
der the blackout have had a 
vicarious experience in _ reality. 
There is no urge for war as war. 

But the French and British are 
of sturdy fighting races, as are the 
Germans. Once Hitler reinforces 
his peace offensive with a big mil- 
itary offensive and the heavy cas- 
ualty lists roll in, the French, the 
British and the British dominions 
will make it another fight to a 
finish.

Lewis sharply criticized recent 
administration of the Wagner act 
by the National Labor Relations 
Board, while reiterating the CIO’s 
approval of the act. 

“But,” he said, “when the act is 
so administered as to thwart the 
development and maintenance of 
stable industrial relations, then it 
becomes necessary to consider and 
weigh carefully «.hether the ben- 
efits of the act outweigh the dan- 
gers which its administration in- 
flicts upon organized labor.” 

“Leans Over Backward.” 

Tracing recent decisions of the 
board he commented: “In the face 
o* the combined eitack on the part 
of the AFL executive council and 
the reactionary interests all over 
the country, the board has more 
than leaned over backwards in its 
administration of the law.” 

Lewis also attacked the federal 
government’s “hesitant half steps 
toward solution” of unemployment, 
which he said must be solved “if 
we are to justify the effectiveness 
of our democracy; of our vaunted 
leadership in the economic field” 

“The past year has seen a sub- 
stantial halt in any steps towards 
a progressive economic program,” 
Lewis said. “. . . Meanwhile the 
national economy is sliding into a 
most serious condition. It is now 
clear that it is possible for the 
most important pert of American 
industry to operate with a substan- 
tial and wholly satisfactory profit 
in the face of a national unem- 
ployment of 12,000,000 workers. ... 

“It is now no longer worth their 
(employers) while to seek a pro- 
gram to re-employ these ~vorkers. 
Their only concern now is to see 
that the care of the unemployed 
constitutes as small a burden as 
possible upon industry.” 

War Boom No Solution. 

Unemployment cannot be solv- 
ed by a war boom, he said in 
stressing labor’s concern that the 
United States keep out of war. 

“When a war boom ends the 
nation is certain to be in a worse 
economic condition and the work- 
ers to suffer worse hardships than 
before such a boom began. 

“Rather than a war boom, with 
all the injustices and evils that 
aris out of it, labor wants a solid 
and stable prosperity based upon 
the kind of fundamental economic 
readjustments that will last.”

to Individual

It is high tim? for decent citi- 
zens to take steps to put an end 
te the contemptible racket which 
is worked on humble or defense- 
less people by the petty politicians 
in health boards or health depart- 
ments, and not only in obscure 
country villages but sometimes in 
communities purporting to be 
populated by intelligent, self-re- 
specting folk. I réfer to such 


scurvy mistreatment at the hands 
of the local government, right 
here in America, as this, clipped 
from a newspaper: 

Madisonville, Ky., Aug. 23.— 
CES Sn es, kok Sak op aks , 
charged with refusing to have her 
daughtér, ——, vaccinated 
against small pox, was fined $10 
and costs by County Judge 
when tried this afternoon. 

A similar charge against her 
husband, » was dismissed 
as he said he was willing for the 
child to be vaccinated. 

Dr , county health of- 
ficer, warnéd the parents three 
years ago to have the child vacci- 
nated or she could not attend 
school, She is a student of the 

school. 

One wonders whether the vic- 
tims in this instance drew lots to 
decide which would take the rap, 
and Mom got the short straw. 
Anyway, more power to her—if 
5,000 other mothers had the spirit 
to fight the pinhead politicians 
in hick health departments who 
are so all-fired concerned about 
vaccination that they can’t find 
time to do anything about the 
most flagrant violation of funda- 
mental sanitary regulations in 
eating joints and the like, this 
persecution of helpless citizens 
would soon cease. 

I believe in vaccination. I am 
vaccinated, and I urge every one 
who asks my advice to be vacci- 
nated. Being so protected against 
the risk of infection with small- 
pox, as I believe, it is of no con- 
cern to me if my neighbor chooses 
to take his chances without vac- 
cination, either because he doesn’t 
believe in it or because he is just 
negligent about being immunized. 
If my neighbor were mentally in- 
competent or for any other reason 
incapable of knowing right from 
wrong or safety from danger, then 
perhaps it would be my duty to 
see to it, if possible, that he should 
be vaccinated. That’s the whole 
story. 

Compulsory vaccination, how- 
ever contrived, is a bit of nine- 
teenth century ignorance and pre- 
judice translated into village vin- 
dictiveness and petty politics of 
the vintage of 1910. 

Let the health départment offer 
vaccination to all who desire it 
and simply inform those who re- 
fuse it that they do so at their 
own peril—that it is the honest 
truth, for certainly it is not at the 


‘peril of anybody who is vacci- 


nated.

You can reduce by exercise but 

it’s the hard way. You would have 
to exercise on the grand scale and 
count calories—the ones you burn 
in energy! 
“ You could lose a pound by trot- 
ting 34 miles at the fairly brisk 
clip of eight miles per hour— 
something you are unlikely to try! 
And, if you were in championship 
form and could swim for an hour 
at the speed of two miles per hour, 
you might be able to lose one- 
eighth of a pound. 

To lose one pound you must 
burn 4,320 calories. That is no 
easy job. The championship swim- 
ming just mentioned uses a com- 
paratively large number of cal- 
ories—540 per hour, But few of 
us swim often enough to count on 
it to take weight down. 

Horseback riding uses about 300 
calories per hour. Nobody seems 
to mind how many the _ horse 
burns! Table tennis uses the same 
number—300 per hour. The worse 
you are at the game, the more 
twisting and bending you will 
have to do, and the better your 
weight and waistline. 

Waltzing takes about 200 cal- 
ories per hour, foxtrotting about 
215. If you should happen to be 
a jitterbug, you might wear your- 
self down considerably more. The 
number of calories it takes to 
“shag” have not been checked, 

All those calorie estimates are 
| based on the assumption that you 
weigh around 150 pounds, with 
most of your weight in active tis- 
sue. Considerable overweight 
means a high percentage of inac- 
tive tissue—fat, which burns few 
calories. 

You can figure exactly how 
many calories it takes to do some 
of the household tasks that are so 
tiring. Ironing uses only 87 cal- 
ories per’ pound of body weight, 
per hour, That is the same num- 
ber turned in typing or in washing 
the dishes. Work doesn’t usually 
take as many calories as the vig- 
orous outdoor sports. 

It is much easier to count the 
calories in food and make your 
deductions in the menus. Simply 
by leaving off dessert, you can 
eliminate from 100 to 500 calories, 
more than you are likely to exer- 
cise off in an hour! By cutting 
down on all high calorie foods you 
can very quickly begin drawing 
on stored calories for one-third 
of your daily energy requirement. 
It takes no exertion to burn fat in 
this way. 

But don’t imagine that this 
But you should think of exercise 
You cannot get along without it! 
But you should think of exercise 
as a beauty measure, not a means 
of reducing.

CASH TO BE RAISED 
BY U.S. TREASURY 


Will Increase Sale of . Dis- 
count Bills. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—(?)— 
Secretary Morgenthau announced 
tonight the treasury would begin 
raising cash next week by increas- 
ing from $100,000,000 to $150,000,- 
000 the size of its weekly sale of 
91-day discount bills. 

It was learned authoritatively 
that the $150,000,000 figure prob- 
ably would be continued beyond 
next week if the initial offering 
was well received by investors. 

Morgenthau, explaining the pur- 
pose of raising cash at this time, 
said he did not want the treasury’s 
cash working balance to go much, 
if any, below its present figure of 
$1,400,000,000. He wants enough 
cash on hand so that the treasury 
could go through any period of 
jittery markets without having to 
raise cash under unfavorable cir-

SHOWERS IN BELT 
SEHD WHEAT DOWN 


Grain, However, Recovers 
Portion of Loss in Final 
Dealings. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 9.—(#)—Rains 
in the grain belt, relieving severe 
drought conditions in many dis- 
tricts where farmers have been 
delaying winter wheat seeding, 
caused wheat prices to slump as 
much as 1 7-8 cents a bushel to- 
day but the market later regain- 
ed some of this loss. 

The price break in early deal- 
ings carried wheat below 80 cents 
a bushel, the government loan rate 
at Chicago, for the first time since 
September 2, when the war in Eu- 
rope was only two days old. July 
contracts, representing the new 
crop which is off to a late start, 
were weakest, falling to 77 1-2, 
but later displayed most recovery 
power. 

Wheat closed 1-4 to 3-4 lower 
than Saturday; but corn was 1-2 to 
7-8 higher. Oats were unchanged 
to 1-8 lower, rye 1-2 to 3-4 down 
and lard 7 to 10 higher.

TOUS: SENATE POST 


Promises To Do All He Can 
To ‘Help Roosevelt’ 
Avoid War. 


FRANKFORT, Ky., Oct..9.—Al- 
bert Benjamin “Happy” Chandler 
stepped up today from the gover- 
norship to the seat of junior Unit- 


ed States senator from Kentucky. 

In simple ceremonies Chandier 
resigned as Governor, and Lieu- 
tenant Governor Keen Johnson, 
who succeeded him, named the 
41-year-old lawyer-politician to 
the senate seat left vacant by the 
death last Tuesday of Senator 
Marvel Mills Logan. 

Unsuccessful Fight. 

Last year Chandler made an 
unsuccessful fight for the Demo- 
cratic senatorial nomination 
against Senate Majority Leader 
Alben W. Barkley. 

Chandler, accepting the  ap- 
pointment from Governor John- 
son, promised to do all he could to 
“help President Roosevelt” keep 
the United States out of war. 

The junior senator said he re- 
signed the governorship with a 
“smile on my face and a song in 
my heart.” 

Chandler’s gubernatorial term 
would have expired December 12. 
He is to serve in the senate by 
appointment until 1940 when he is 
expected to be a candidate for 
election for the remainder of Lo- 
gan’s term. — 

Johnson is the Democratic nom- 
inee for governor in the Novem- 
ber 7 general election. 

Chandler has been a frequent 
critic of the spending policies of 
the Roosevelt administration, but 
has said he favored the Presi- 
dent’s neutrality program. 

Campaigning last year against 
Barkley, in support of whom 
President Roosevelt came to Ken- 
tucky, Chandler said he had bal- 
anced the state budget and if sent 
to Washington would help balance 
the national budget. 

The new junior senator accom- 
panied by Mrs. Chandler and a 
party of friends left Frankfort 
tonight for Washington.
